WHAT SHALL BE KEPT? 


Cu b a aiitl Porto Eico Present Easy 
Prob lems, Bu t Ou r Philipinne 
Policy Is in Dou b t. 


W a s hi n g t o n , Au g . 15 .— Official 
W ashing ton is rapidly losing its 
warlike air and resu ming its former 
peacefu l appearance, b u t it is g en­ 
erally conceded that there are ir tri- 
cate prob lems to solv e and im­ 
portant qu estions to decide. 
The president b eliev es that the 
most seriou s prob lem which the 
peace commission will b e called 
u pon to deal with is the Philip­ 
pines. 
Before the commission as­ 
semb les it is hoped the affairs of 
Cu b a and Porto Rico will b e fou nd 
\ 
• 
in su ch process of adju stment as to 
leav e little for the commission to 
consider u nder that head. 
The 
ab solu te relinqu ishment b y Spain 
of all sov ereig nty ov er the islands 
in the W est Indies will allow only 
the property qu estions to b e settled 
b etween the g ov ernments; that is, 
what Spain shall take tiway and 
what shall remain as captu res of 
war, and the protection of Spanish 
su b jects and their property in the 
islands. 
The 
g reater 
qu estions 
g rowing ou t of the war, as relating 
to Cu b a and Porto Rico, will hav e 
to b e dealt with 
b y the United 
States alone. 
The reception which the A m er­ 
ican army met from the people of 
Porto Rico shows that there are no 
g rou nds for 
anticipating trou b le 
there. 
The island will b e treated 
as an 
American 
possession, the 
masses 
will b e' pleased 
at the 
chang e, and Gen. Miles’ force is 
^ reg arded as more than su fficient. 
The first mov ement in this di­ 
rection will b e the sending of a 
deleg ation 
of officials from the 
postoffice department to inv esti­ 
g ate and report u pon 
the mail 
facilities there now, and to make 
su ch recommendations as they de­ 
termine u pon. Mail rou tes,methods 
of transportation, and the condi­ 
tions of postoffies g enerally in the 
island will b e ex amined. 
Military 
postoffices will b e estab lished at one 
wherev er troops are stationed, and 
at su ch other points as may b e de­ 
manded b y the interests of Ameri- 
cans and the people of the islands, 
■ 
if the present offices are not av ail­ 
ab le. 
A similar cou rse will b e 
taken in Cu b a, b u t this is likely to 
b e delay ed, as the immediate re­ 
mov al of the Spanish and occu pa­ 
tion b y the United States is not ex ­ 
pected. 
The fact that the Philippines 
will present the difficu lt prob lem in 
^ the peace neg otiations has cau sed 
j 
the administration to g iv e it a g reat 
deal of carefu l attention. 
Sev eral 
su g g estions hav e b een made as to 
what shall b e done, one b eing the 
retention of the b ay , city and har­ 
b or of Manila, ju st what the proto­ 
col g iv es temporarily . 
Another is 
that Su b ig b ay and a su fficient 
amou nt qf.territory for a nav al and 
coaling sSntion b e secu red, and the 
' b u ilding u p of an American city at 
that plaPe b eg u n. 
Still another idea which is b e- 
{ 
ing considered is the retention of 
the 
island of Lu zon, the adv o­ 
cates of that plan b eliev ing that 
there 
wou ld 
b e 
trou b le 
b e­ 
tween the g ov ernments which oc­ 
cu pied a portion of the island with 
a line of demarcation, 
su ch as 
wou ld ex ist in case Manila and the 
ba y only were retained. The island 
of Lu zon is the larg est of the g rou p 
and contains ab ou t 3,000,000 peo­ 
ple, which are said to b e the b etter 
class in the Philippines. 
It is b eliev ed, howev er, that the 


administration and the commission 
will b e g reatly influ enced b y the 
reports which Admiral Dewey and 
Gen. Merritt will make on the su b ­ 
ject. 
Their reports are ex pected 
b efore the commission meets. 
No more troops will b e sent to 
Gen. M erritt u nless he asks for 
them. 
It is b eliev ed ar the war 
department that the 16 ,000 men 
now there are su fficient to g arrison 
Manila and the g rou nd which the 
United States for the present will 
occu py . 
The remainder of the troops will 
remain in the v ariou s camps to 
which they hav e b een assig ned for 
the present, thou g li something may 
b e done looking toward diminish­ 
ing the nu mb er wheh it b ecomes 
apparent that they are no long er 
needed. 
The g ov ernment will dis­ 
pose of the transports tliat hav e 
b een in u se as fast as they can b e 
released and are no long er requ ired 
for serv ice. 


NO CHANGE^AT 3 1 ANIL A. 


Hong Kong Dispatches Tell of the 
Condition Satu Dlay .

15 .— Dis­ 
patches receiv ed from Hong Kong 
today b ring information that the 
situ ation at Manila was u nchang ed 
u p to Satu rday , when the dispatch 
b oat left that place. 
Foreig n cru isers in Manila b ay 
nearly all left, and Americans now 
hav e practically a clear field. 
Only 
one warship to each nation is now,^ 
in the harb or. 
There has b een g reat anx iety to 
hear from Manila, especially since 
the peace protocol was sig ned, and 
in many qu arters there has b een 
the ex pectation that Dewey and 
Merritt wou ld hav e captu red the 
city b efore notice of peace arriv ed. 
This, in v iew of today ’s dispatches, 
is hardly likely .

Fitzhu g h Lee, in command of the 
Sev 'enth army corps at Jackson­ 
v ille, arriv ed in Washing ton last 
nig ht in response to teleg raphic 
orders from the secretary of war, 
to whom he reported this morn- 
ing . 
Gen. Lee will prob ab ly b e made 
military 
g ov ernor 
of 
Hav ana 
prov ince. 
In some qu arters it is 
su g g ested that Mr. IMcKinley in­ 
tends to g iv e him a place on the 
military commission which will ar­ 
rang e for the ev acu ation of Cu b a 
b y the Spani.sh forces. 
It is almost 
certain, howev er, that he wou ld 
not liav e b een inv ited to make the 
trip to Washing ton u nless the pres­ 
ident had something b etter to of­ 
fer ^iin than an insig nificant com- 
missionership. 
The people hav e 
ex pected since the b reaking ou t of 
the war that at the proper time 
Gen. Lee wou ld b e installed as 
military g ov ernor of Hav ana, and 
it is not prob ab le that President 
McKinley will disappoint them. 
W hen Lee receiv ed his commis­ 
sion as major g eneral of v olu nteers 
he made b u t one requ est, which 
was that he b e sent with the army 
of inv asion ag ainst Hav ana. 
The 
president assu red him that the re­ 
qu est wou ld b e g ranted if it shou ld 
b ecome necessary to u se the army 
in effecting the captu re of the Cu ­ 
b an capital. 
General 
Lee was 
placed in command of the Sev enth 
army corps, with headqu arters at 
Jacksonv ille. 
It wilLb e rememb ered that when 
Fitzhu g h Lee, then holding the of­ 
fice of United States consu l g en­ 
eral, left Hav ana last spring he 
went to the palace of tb e captain 
g eneral to make a farewell call on 
that officer. 
He was treated with 
scant cou rtesy , b u t on taking his 
departu re he offered to shake hands 
with Blanco. The Spanish captain 
g eneral, howev er, pretended not to 
see the proffered hand and General 
Lee b ow'ed himself ou t of his pres­ 
ence. 
In the circu mstances it is em­ 
inently ju st and proper that Gen. 
Lee shou ld su cceed Blanco as the 
ru ler of Hav ana prov ince. 
He is 
thorou g hly acqu ainted with the 
conditions which prev ail in the 


western part of the island. 
He 
knows the people and u nderstands 
their manners and cu stoms, and, 
b esides, he is on g ood terms with 
the civ il officers, 
who, 
if they 
b ehav e themselv es, will dou b tless 
b e permitted to retain their places 
u nder the new order of thing s. 
Then there is another considera­ 
tion which prob ab ly had mu ch to 
do with inilu encing the selection of 
Gen. Lee as Blanco’s su ccessor. He 
remained at his post in Hav ana 
du ring a v ery critical period, and, 
thou g h he was frequ ently su b jected 
g reat emb arrassment b y his en­ 
v ironments, he nev er made a mis­ 
take. 
His friends b eliev ed that his 
iife was in dang er, b u t he nev er 
seemed to feel the slig htest appre­ 
hension as to his personal safety . 
He v isited places of pu b lic resort, 
g oing ab ou t freely among the peo­ 
ple, and his b earing was alway s 
su ch as to command their respect. 
There is hardly a dou b t that he 
will b e g iv en a hearty welcome b y 
the repu tab le residents of the city 
when he retu rns to b ecome its ru ler. 
His appointment may not b e an­ 
nou nced for some time, b u t it is 
practically settled that he will su c­ 
ceed to the place now held b y C ap­ 
tain General Blanco.

The new depot the Alissouri P a­ 
cific is to construct at Jefferson 
C ity this year will consist of a main 
building 44x87 feet, the center por­ 
tion of building to be two stories 
high. 
On the east end of the main 
building will be a baggage and ex­ 
press room 26x42 feet, one story 
high, with a steam-heating plant 
in the basement. 
A t the west end 
a lunch hall 26x42 feet, one story 
high, 
with basement for kitchen 
and supply room. 
T w o 
covered 
passages, 36 feet long, will connect 
the baggage ana express rooms and 
lunch hall with the main build- 


ing. 
The building is to be constructed 
of stone up to the level of the first 
floor.
